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Notes and Comments 


HE Society has just published a ‘‘ Roman- 

ized’’ edition of the Holy Bible in Hing- 
hwa dialect—Romanized not doctrinally or 
ecclesiastically, but simply in the use of our 
own Roman alphabet. This is a significant 
mark of the change going on in China, that it 
should be worth while to print a complete 
Bible in Roman—that is, English letters. The 
Societies were urged to do this at the Shang- 
hai Conference, particularly for one reason: 
because it was believed that women would 
more readily learn to read the Bible in this 
form. 

The translation has been made by four na- 
tive Chinese scholars under the general direc- 
tion of the Rev. William N. Brewster, and, as 
he notes in the English ‘‘ Foreword,’’ which 
somehow gives the volume a still more Eng- 
lish air, it is published by this Society and on 
sale at about one fifth of the cost of publica- 
tion. The translating committee has not at- 
tempted a new translation, but utilized the 
best and most modern translations of the Bi- 
ble in classical Chinese, including the great 
work of Bishop Schereschewsky, which has 
been constantly employed.

THE headquarters of Bible publication 
naturally brings to a focus many curious sug- 
gestions and requests. A recent publication 
describes some of the oddities that come to 
the Oxford University Press as follows: 

‘Scarcely a week passes without some sug- 
gestion being received at the Oxford Univer- 
sity Press as to a new edition of the Bible. 
For instance, an American correspondent 
writes to Mr. Frowde: ‘ why not make an In- 
dia Paper Bible, the Paper of a Bright Purple 
Color with Gold Capitals and silver words 
(or Jet Black India Paper with Orange or 
very Bright Yellow letters) or Bright Orange 
or Yellow India Paper with large Black Faced 
type ... with certain particular words in 
Purple, Red or Bright Blue, or changeable 
green type. I will promise to take (D.V.) if 
alive when you get it out the /zrst copy no 
matter what Price. The writer adds ‘you 
will be most agreeably SURPRISED at the won- 
derful appearance.’ In another letter the 
same correspondent, beginning ‘To the Print- 
ers and Publishers of the Oxford University 
Press, Greeting,’ writes ‘Dear Fellows in this 
good work engaged, how often have I tried 
to Picture out your Publishing House and 
how I have longed to come there and see it 
ALL, aS I am a great Lover of good books and 
especially the Holy Scriptures.’”’

Tue Bible House in New York has its 
own share of similar suggestions not without 
their pathos and yet provoking asmile. A 
recent letter asks for ‘‘ Conditions of Gospel 
movement, and sample.’”’ Another asks how 
much discount we give on postage stamps 
when bought in one hundred dollar lots. An- 
other, advises us to invest our money in 
small loans on good security to people wish- 
ing to commence gardening; while a convict 
in a state penitentiary, who has yet some 
years to serve, wishes to turn over a new 
leaf, and asks for a Bible “‘in one of the 
European languages.” 

These letters all receive courteous atten- 
tion, but some of them it is impossible to an- 
swer, except in generalities. 
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A RECENT number of the P2ttsburg Chris- 
tian Advocate gives an interesting account by 
the Rev. J. N. Fradenburgh, D.D., of Bar- 
bara Freitchie, famous in Whittier’s poem, 
who died fifty years ago at the age of ninety- 
six years. The facts as related by Whittier 
have been called in question, but the writer 
of the article, who appears to have the facts, 
thinks that the poem gave a true description 
of the character of ‘‘Dame Barbara.’’ He 
quotes a letter from one of her neighbors, 
who says that Mrs. Freitchie was deeply pious, 
benevolent, and highly respected; her Bible 
was her constant companion, the volume being 
the rare first edition of the Sauer Bible, pub- 


lished in Germantown in 1743. This she kept. 


on a stand, and next to it she placed her 
“silken flag.’’ Altogether, in the softening 
distances of time, no doubt, all who admire 
character and courage will be glad to have 
these interesting reminiscences of a strong 
Christian character. From what is said of her, 
Stonewall Jackson would have found her in 
faith and character, if he had known her, a 
spirit akin to his own. 


Marcu 19, 1913, will be the 100th anniver- 
sary of the birth of David Livingston at Blan- 
tyre, Scotland. The London Missionary So- 
ciety, which sent him to Africa, proposes to 
do honor to his memory, and the Annual Con- 
ference of the Foreign Mission Boards in 
North America a year ago passeda resolution 
that each Board take steps to commemorate 
this centenary. Appropriate literature has 
now been issued to aid those desiring to join 
in this celebration. It is proposed that there 
shall be a preliminary campaign of reading 
among mission lovers, a union public meeting 
in every city and town, and a celebration in 
every local church, including the Sunday 
schools, accompanied by special prayer for 
the missionaries who are in Africa to-day. 
This last perhaps is the feature of the cele- 
bration that would approve itself most to the 
revered subject of these appreciations. 

The Missionary Education Movement issues 
a book, “Livingston the Path Finder,” by 
Basil Mathews, which will no doubt find a 
wide circle of readers, and we may hope 
that Livingston’s significant words will come 
home to many: “‘ The end of the geograph- 
ical feat is only the beginning of the mission- 
ary enterprise.”’ 

The readers of the RECoRD may remember 


that in May, 1910, the REecorp contained an 


account of a book which had been the person- 
al property of Livingston. It consisted of a 
part of the Sechuana Version of the Old Tes- 
tament made by his father-in-law, Dr. Moffatt, 
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and printed at Kuruman in 1852. This book 
he carried with him on his first march across 
the continent, and it bears his autograph sig- 
nature. On the inside cover of the RECORD, 
at the date mentioned, we reproduced part of 
the first chapter of Genesis, together with this 
signature, which we here reproduce again:

WE again call attention to the Society’s 
new edition of the Pocket Pentateuch in its 
little pasteboard box, the books bound sepa- 
rately, with a leather case to be used when 
reading each book, and all for 25 cents, or 30 
cents with postage prepaid. This will meet 
the needs especially of Sunday-school teachers 
and scholars in studying the Pentateuch dur- 
ing 1913. 

In connection with this we may note some 
observations by “The Spectator”’ in a recent 
number of Zhe Outlook. He makes a graphic 
picture of some quaint Hebrew customs with 
relation to the Pentateuch, having seen in 
New York a “‘joyful feast’ held in commem- 
oration of the completion of the yearly read- 
ing of the five books of Moses. The feast 
followed solemn ceremonies in the synagogue, 
the whole making “the happiest holiday in all 
the year.”’ The Spectator tells further of a 
dance ‘‘to the music of two squeaky fiddles,”’ 
celebrating the purchase by the congregation 
of a synagogue of a new Scroll of the Law, 
which held an auction dance to help pay for it, 
and bids us learn how to rejoice from these 
children of the old dispensation. 

One cannot but think of the contrast be- 
tween these singing and dancing worshipers, 
recalling in spirit the ‘‘ solemn mirth” of the 
Old Testament, and the cold air that sur-_ 
rounds our modern critical vivisection of the 
books of Moses. The scholars may learn 
something from these unsophisticated believ- 
ers in the Law of Moses, as they read how 
Moses and Miriam sang unto the Lord “‘ and 
all the women went out after Miriam with tim- 
brels and with dances.”’ How good and pleas- 
ant a sight it would be if the erudite discov- 
erers of P”’ and “J. E.” could learn to dance 
after this manner! ;

February, 1913 
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Henry Barrington Pratt, Bible Translator 


HE death of the Rev. Henry Barrington 

Pratt at Hackensack, N. J., December 
11, 1912, removes from earth to heaven an- 
other master translator. The distinguished 
maker of the Versi6n Moderna in the Spanish 
language made the whole Spanish world his 
debtor. His name and fame as a translator 
make the details of his life a matter of gen- 
eral interest. 

He was born near 
graduated from Ogle- 
thorpe University, 
Georgia, in 1851, and 
Princeton Theologi- 
cal Seminary, New 
Jersey, in 1855. He 
was licensed to preach 
in 1854 by the Pres- 
bytery of New Bruns- 
wick, and ordained by 
the Presbytery of 
Cherokee in 1855, un- 
der appointment to 
the mission fieldin Bo- 
gota, United States of 
Colombia, for which 
station he actually 
started in February, 
1856. 

In the spring of 
1854 he had offered 
himself to the Pres- 
byterian Board of 
Foreign Missions for 
service in West Af- 
rica, but the follow- 
ing fall they wanted a 
man to send to Colom- 
bia, and he received 
the appointment to go 
to Bogota. He was 
the first missionary 
of the Presbyterian 
Board to Colombia, 
and the second to 
South America. Be- 
fore finishing his seminary course he began 


Darien, Ga., in 1832, 


the study of Spanish, and had mastered the 


Spanish verbs, regular and irregular, before 
graduation in 1855, so that at his death he had 
been making a study of the Spanish language 
for almost fifty-nine years. He returned from 
Bogota in October, 1859, the American Tract 
Society publishing his Spanish translation of 
Seymour’s ‘Evenings with the Romanists.”’ 

On November 7, 1860, he was married in 
Richmond, Va., to Joanna Frances Gilder-

sleeve, daughter of the Rev. Benjamin and 
Emma Lanneau Gildersleeve. In the year 
1860 the American Bible Society appointed 
him to co-operate with Sefior A. H. de Mora 
in bringing out a revision of the Reina-Valera. 
This work was interrupted in 1861 by the Civil 
War, and for a time he was Stated Supply to 
the Presbyterian Church, Hillsboro, N. C. 
In 1863 he was chaplain in the Fifth North 
Carolina Cavalry, and later was Army Mis- 
sionary until the close 
of the war. In 1865 
he received a call to 
the church at Sugar 
Creek, N. C., return- 
ing to Hillsboro, 
N.C., in 1868. 

In 1869 the Presby- 
terian Board of For- 
eign Missions again 
called him to take up 
the work in South 
America, and he spent 
eight years in this 
work in United States 
of Colombia. During 
this time he published 
an edition of 150 cop- 
ies of his own revision 
of the Psalms in 1876 
and of the Gospel of 
Matthew in 1877, 
which he himself said 
was simply a basis for 
other, more perfect re- 
vision. 

He returned to the 
United States in No- 
vember, 1877, his fam- 
ily having returned a 
year and a half before 
on account of Mrs. 
Pratt’s health. He 
served as pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church 
in Winnsboro, S. C., 
from 1879 to 1882, and in Lancaster, S. C., 
from 1882 to 1886. For several years, how- 
ever, he had taken up the work of the trans- 
lation of the Bible from the original tongues 
into Spanish on his own account. 

In March, 1886, he was appointed by the 
American Bible Society to take up the master 
work of his life—the Versién Moderna, spend- 
ing three years in Tlalpam, Dy be Mexico. 
The first edition was finished and published 
in New York in 1893. 
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For several years after this he was engaged 
in missionary work in Mexico, southwestern 
Texas and Cuba, after which he returned to 
New Jersey to live with his sons, and took up 
the work of writing commentaries of the Bible 
in Spanish. He served as pastor for three 
years of the Spanish-American Congrega- 
tional Church in Brooklyn, giving up the 
work after his wife, Mrs. Pratt, had a fall, 
from which she never recovered, but passed 
away in 1904 after three years of great suf- 
fering. 

In 1902 he brought out his first edition of 
‘Estudios sobre el Libro del Génesis.”’ 
This, at the request of a number of friends, 
was translated into English, appearing in 
1906. In 1905 he published ‘‘ Estudios sobre 
el Libro del Exodo,’”’ and “‘ Estudios sobre el 
Libro del Levitico’’ in 1910. 

‘The mere recital of these facts will suggest 
the massive strength and nobility of this man 
of God. Perhaps this phrase more appropri- 
ately describes him than any other. He was 
a scholar, but a godly scholar—one who be- 
lieved in God, who had arooted and tenacious 
grasp of his Word as the very truth, and who 
never could be content with any translation 
that did not express what he conceived to be 
the sense of the original text of Holy Scrip- 
ture. Those who knew him on the mission 
field, and, not less, those who knew him in 
the Bible House, where his presence and 
counsel were highly valued, felt the power 
and consecration which surrounded him like 
an atmosphere. 

It was very touching to see, as his natural 
vigor abated, how his mind rose above the 
weakness of the flesh, and he pushed on, when 
the hand of death was almost on him, to finish 
the work which God had given him to do. 
He was actually occupied at the time of his 
death in his own revision of the New Testa- 
ment (Moderna). He had just completed his 
revision of the Psalms. It might almost be 
said that he died with the proof sheets in his 
hand, reluctantly laying aside the task only 
when it was plain that it must pass to other 
hands than his own. Itis interesting to note 
that during the celebration of Mexican Inde- 
pendence a special edition of his “‘ Proverbs,”’ 
bound in the Mexican colors, was circulated by 
the thousand in Mexico. 

This is not the place to speak of the com- 
parative value of his work as a translator, its 
relations to the earlier “‘Valera’’ Version, 
or to the new “Moderna,” if we may venture 
to call it this, which is now in process of 
making in Spain. It is fitting, however, to 


recall what was long ago written of him by 
the Rev. Dr. Henry C. Thomson, who is 
serving as Chairman of the Committee on 
Spanish Bible revision now busy in Spain at 
the same huge undertaking in which Mr. Pratt 
blazed the way: 

CAMBRIA, CAL., August 13, 1895. 

The translation of the otiginal Hebrew 
and Greek of the Bible into Spanish, called 
“‘La Versidn Moderna,’’ made by Rev. H. B. 
Pratt, is done in the same spirit as those of 
Luther and Tindale. It conveys to the pres- 
ent-day Spanish reader the real meaning of 
the inspired writers in the clearest and most 
forcible manner. 

Simplicity and perspicuity are its distin- 
guishing traits, and through these the beauty 
and grandeur of the divine original shine, as 
the light through the most transparent me- 
dium. 

The books that in other versions are ob- 
scure, as portions of Job and many parts of 
the Prophets, are in it made luminous to the 
student of God’s Word; so that those who 
formerly have tried in vain to read them in- 
telligently, are surprised and refreshed to find 
that in ““La Versidn Moderna”’ the discourses 
are connected and powerful appeals to the 
heart and understanding. 

In the New Testament, the text, which is a 
mean between the received text and that 
adopted by the English revisers, will be 
found to be the safest and best text yet pre- 
sented in any version. 

This is a great work, and it has been nobly 
and successfully accomplished. 


Prior to this the Rev. Dr. A. P. Mendez, a 
distinguished rabbi of the Portuguese (or 
Spanish) rite, abundantly qualified to judge, 
gave his verdict as to the Old Testament as 
follows: 

NEwport, R.I., May 15, 1892. 

My Dear Sir: I am in receipt of your es- 
teemed favor, accompanying the concluding 
pages of your translation of the Old Testa- 
ment. I have not yet been through them all, 
but I have read, with singular pleasure, Mi- 
cah and Malachi. I think your rendering ad- 
mirable, and I heartily congratulate you upon 
your success. The denunciations of the old 
prophets, as reproduced by you in the sonor- 
ous Castilian tongue, have the grand elo- 
quence of the Hebrew, and seem to speak in 

trumpet blasts’* to one who is familiar with 
the original. I can only add that I wish you 
all the success which you have fairly earned 
and richly deserve. 


February, 1913 
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The Bible in Caracas 


HE Rev. Mr. Bailly sends us the follow- 
ing interesting account of some special 
colportage undertaken by the Young Peo- 
ple’s Evangelistic League connected with 
the Christian Alliance Mission in Caracas. 
Mr. Bailly’s long experience of sixteen 
years in Venezuela gives him special wis- 
dom and skill in such undertakings as are 
here described. 
There can be no more inspiring watchword 


with which to stir the noblest impulses and 
awaken the holiest ambitions to a life of ac-

tivity and self-denial in the service of the 
Master and the salvation of our fellows, than 
when this bond of heaven and earth becomes 
the supreme motive of all our efforts. 

“He came unto his own’ and sent forth 
his representatives, ‘““beginning at Jerusa- 
lem.’”’ This is the divine order of minis- 


try, beginning with our own, but ultimately. 


embracing the widest circle of evangeliza- 
tion. 

The Venezuelans are responsive to patriotic 
display and sentiment, and when truly con- 
verted to the gospel, national partisanship is 
supplemented by a zeal to bring their friends 
and neighbors into the liberty of Christ, whom 


they have found and whose grace they have 
received. 

This picture represents not a group of con- 
verted politicians, but of enthusiastic maidens 
who have braved the storm of ostracism and 
the ban of opprobrium, always incited and en- 
couraged by the catholic cuvas (priests) among 
families and in neighborhoods where the gos- 
pel has become a testimony. 

During the celebration of the centennial 
year of their national independence (1911), 
these, as members of the Young People’s 
Evangelistic League, organized themselves 
into a volunteer band of colporteurs in order 

not only to work the city- 
systematically, but to 
take advantage of the 
presence of crowds of 
visitors who came to the 
capital from distant parts 
of the republic to partici- 
pate in this patriotic com- 
memoration. 

Only those who know 
something of the customs 
and the caste in social 
distinctions, can fully ap- 
preciate the _ self-denial 
and the courage required 
by a Venezuelan young 
lady who should conse- 
crate herself to such a 
cause. 

We had received our 
first consignment of the 
“Pour Gospels,’’ the 
“most recent translation 

- published by the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, and 
recommended at their 
league meeting that it be 
made the centennial 

souvenir and message to their countrymen. 
These four, enlisting others with them, formed 
the volunteer corps, uniting in the work of 
faith and labor of love, which has not wholly 
abated, but rather developing into other forms 
of gospel service. Some items culled from 
their reports display the spirit and character 
of their work. 

Says one: “‘I give thanks and praise to 
the Lord for such blessed days and to have 
had the privilege of offering the Word of 
God to so many souls that did not know the 
Lord Jesus as their Saviour, and so fulfill 
the command of Jesus to go and preach 
the gospel to every creature, which, in the 


oe 


face of many difficulties and inconven- 
iences, I obeyed, and received many bless- 
ings in the opportunity to sell the Holy 
Scriptures, a work I recommend to all our 
young people as the best means to reach 
souls who know not where they will spend 
eternity.’ 

Another relates: “‘I feel much joy in re- 
porting my work. A lady to whom | present- 
ed a Testament was inclined to buy it for her 
daughter, but the priest had prohibited, and 
commanded her to buy acatechism, but I cited 
several texts, proving the power and care of 
Jesus. Her objections being overcome, she 
bought the Testament. A man carrying a 
good many religious relics and charms on his 
person would not buy at first, but I urged 
that his relics and superstitions would not 

- gave his soul, and that he should seek Jesus, 
who could save him through his blood from

HE Rev. Robert Irwin, who has suc- 

ceeded Dr. Carrington as the Society’s 
Agent in Siam, has reported his first trip to 
the Laos country with much interesting de- 
tail, which cannot be fully reproduced here. 
We can make room, however, for a few strik- 
ing passages. 

The American Presbyterian missionaries, 
with whom he had been formerly associated, 
met Dr. Irwin with cordiality, opened their 
churches to him, and presented to their people 
the Bible Society’s work and claims, so that he 
preached seventeen sermons to twelve differ- 
ent congregations, native and foreign, taught 
four classes, averaging nine men for ten 
days, attended eighty-four other services 
for worship, being the leader of many of 
them, and ten conferences on Bible distribu- 
tion, besides studying Laos and Siamese 
and taking a hand in the translation work. 
He visited twenty-eight cities and towns 
and traveled 1,177 miles by pony or on foot 
or by canoe. 

Dr. Irwin says: 

The epidemic of malignant malaria, re- 
ported on my last tour, continues somewhat 
abated. Thousands have been carried off in 
the last two years, and the missionaries have 
spent thousands of American dollars and 


doubtless have saved thousands of. lives. 
Their fund is all gone, and a further appeal to 
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all sin. He bought the Gospels with an evi- 
dent desire to read them.”’ 

Another speaks of an encounter with an 
atheist who, when being presented with a 
Gospel as being a divine revelation, was dis- 
posed to throw the book in her face, and 
though at first very self-satisfied with his sad 
condition, ended by recognizing his error 
and the value of the book. 

Thus we see that this spontaneous effort 
touched all phases of spiritual need—the ig- 
norant, the idolatrous, the fanatical, and the 
infidel were faithfully dealt with by our young 
volunteers; and among the twenty thousand 
visitors that came to celebrate in Caracas, 
hundreds carried to some distant or surround- 
ing part of the republic a portion of the sacred 
Scriptures, impressed by the enthusiasm of 
these Venezuelan Gospel maidens of the 
Young People’s Evangelistic League.

their Board was referred to the Red Cross 
Society, who cabled the American minister at 
Bangkok for information, and was answered 
that no help was needed. Laos is pretty 
much like South America toSiam. The mis- 
sionaries are now placed in the predicament 
of a defensive army with its supplies cut 
off. We are interested in this problem, 
for it is from the worst of these epidemic 
regions that there have been nearly a thou- 
sand baptisms in the last year, and large 
distribution of Scriptures made. For in- 
stance, in Dr. Campbell’s district the unusu- 
ally large number of 1,162 of Luke and 
James was distributed by two men in six 
weeks, under Dr. and Mrs. Campbell’s per- 
sonal supervision. 

In a month that Noi Moon spent in the 
country villages he distributed fifty copies, 
and in the month he has been in the city 
(Chieng Mai) he has given away 995 portions, 
besides a few sales. Luke and James are the 
only Scriptures donated. This is the cheap 
edition of Luke determined on at my last 
visit. 

These two colporteurs, Moon and Chak, 
seem thoroughly interested in their work, be- 
cause it gives us a better opportunity to 
preach the gospel.” “People ask so many 
questions and listen so well we almost can- 
not tear ourselves away,” is Moon’s report 
the day before I left Chieng Mai. One day 
the two visited a blacksmith’s shop witha rush 
order for chains for a religious festival on 
hand, " but they all stopped and forgot their 
work.’”? When informed of the requirement 
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to study the Bible every day, they said, with 
a laugh, “We've got to study it every day to 
answer the questions they put to us.’» Asked 
why they did not try to sell more, they said: 
““We are glad to give away. Not so very 


long ago it was impossible to get anybody 
to take a book of any kind. They will buy 
later. That’s the custom: try the article 
first, then buy it. Don’t hurry us on the 
selling.”’ 


A Faithful Chinese Christian 


HE Society has suffered a great loss in 
the death of Siao Leen Sen, who died 
at the Bible House in Shanghai very suddenly 
on November 25, 1912. Mr. Siao was the 
Society’s compradore—that is, a native agent 
or manager who acts as an intermediary in

dealing with the Chinese, and a general adviser 
and factotum. Dr. Hykes bears witness to 
his fidelity and Christian character in the fol- 
' lowing terms: . 
__ Mr. Siao was in his sixty-first year. He 
_ joined the staff of the Agency of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society soon after its organization 


by the late Dr. Gulick in 1875, in a very sub- 
ordinary capacity. He gradually rose by his 
merits until he filled the very responsible 
post of compradore. During Dr. Gulick’s ad- 
ministration Mr. Siao purchased a printing 
press, and for more than thirty years he has 
printed from plates most of the Scripture por- 
tions for the Agency. 

Mr. Siao was a very remarkable man. 
I have been intimately associated with 
him for more than nineteen years, and 
during all that time have never had oc- 
casion to find the slightest fault with 
him or his work. Not a single unpleas- 
ant word ever passed between us. He 
was always at his post and never took 
a vacation, although urged repeatedly to 
do so. He feared something might go 
wrong or be neglected during his ab- 
sence. I do not think he was away from 
his office ten days on account of. ill- 
ness during the past nineteen years. He 
was always genial and always willing to do 
anything asked of him, whether it was 
strictly in the line of his duties or not. 
No one ever heard him say, ‘‘ This is not 
my work.’’ He was obliging to a fault, 
and it has never been my privilege to know 
amore generous man. He was as tender 
hearted as a woman, and he would suffer 
a wrong rather than have any unpleasant- 
ness. I have in mind one occasion where 
he gave a man a fifty-dollar bill in mis- 
take for a five, and when the latter dis- 
‘puted the fact, he quietly dropped the 
matter with the remark, “‘Perhaps I was 
mistaken.”’ 

He was as true as steel, and his honesty 
and integrity were never called in ques- 
tion. He was one of the last of the old 
school of Chinese which, unfortunately for 
the country, is rapidly passing away. He 
was an earnest Christian, and he /zved his 
Christianity every day. 

I mourn his loss not only as a valuable 
helper in the work, but as a dear friend. It 
will be impossible to find anyone who can fill 
his place. He was the oldest servant of the 
Society in China, and served under every 
Agent, and his record is the best evidence of. 
the value of Christian missions. 
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In the Hunan Province, China 


4 tues following memoranda will enable our 
readers to follow the Rev. Walter S. 
Elliott, who has charge of the Society’s col- 
portage in the Hunan Province: 


We arrived here yesterday after a pleasant 
eight days, one of which we spent at Siangtan 
and one at Hengshan. At the latter place I 
made a side trip by chair over to Nanyoh- 
shan, where a number of our colporteurs are 
working and studying under the direction of 
the Rev. G. G. Warren, in connection with 
the effort to reach the great crowds of pil- 
grims who flock to the sacred southern peak 
during the eighth moon. I had an opportu- 
nity of addressing the Wednesday evening 
prayer meeting of the workers.and of hearing 
their testimonies. 

The Nanyoh work is certainly fruitful in 
both departments. The daily class work in 
Scripture study and evangelistic methods un- 
der the Revs. Messrs. Watson, Gelwicks, and 
Warren makes a great change in the men 
themselves, and the direct soul-winning work 
among the pilgrims in connection with the 
distribution of Scriptures is a splendid ex- 
perience for the colporteurs. They are not 
permitted to give a New Testament to any 
man without first having an earnest talk with 
him about his personal relationship to Jesus 
Christ, and then only when the man ex- 
presses a desire for a copy of the Scriptures. 
The reports that have come in of conversions 
resulting from the work done last year at 
Nanyoh are very encouraging. Several men 
who came as earnest, zealous worshipers of 
idols to Nanyoh last year are now members 


of the church. One such man came as a 
worker to Nanyoh this year. (He was con- 
verted two years ago asa result of reading 
the New Testament. ) ‘ 

I was interested in the testimony of Siao- 
wen-sing, one of our American Bible Society 
colporteurs at Yiyang. He said he was offer- 
ing his stock of Scriptures for sale in a vil- 
lage inn and was being roundly reviled by a 
group of men, who called the books “foreign 
doctrine book,’’ and himself a stool pigeon of 
foreigners, when in came a stranger, who 
asked what books were in question. When 
he saw one of them he remarked that the 
books were very good. He said he had ob- 
tained one of them when he was on a pilgrim- 
age to Nanyoh, had read it through, and it 
was “ Zing Hao ti Shu’’—a very good book. 
Thereupon the men who had been reviling 
the poor colporteur, each purchased a copy 
and began reading it. 

A more recent communication from Mr. 
Elliott to the Rev. C. E. Edwards, his brother- 
in-law, adds this significant bit of information: 

Iam now engaged in putting portions of 
the Word in each shop and office of this great 
city of Changsha. Day before yesterday I 
distributed 1,800 volumes (portions) in five 
and one-half hours. Not one business house - 
in thirty, on an average, failed to purchase a 
set of books. 

Nothing could more strikingly exhibit the 
general interest in the Bible than the fact that 
business houses almost without exception are 
glad to purchase copies of the Scriptures. 


Some Reminiscences of Mr. Penzotti in Peru 


T the home of Mr. E. E. Olcott, a well 
known business man in New York 
City, where he was entertaining the represen- 
tatives of the Mission Boards interested in work 
in Moslem lands, one of the Secretaries was 
greatly interested, and entertained as well, by 
Mr. Olcott’s telling of his part in setting Mr. 
Penzotti free when imprisoned for circulating 
the Scriptures in Peru. 


Mr. Olcott kindly consented to write out - 


the outline of this story and to allow the use 
of certain old pictures which appeared in that 
day in the New York papers and in other 


journals. Though conditions have changed 
and Mr. Penzotti has the much larger field of 
the La Plata Agency in his care, the enthusi- 
astic and wise support given to him and to 
the American Bible Society at that time by 
Mr. Olcott will not soon be forgotten. 


One Sunday morning in December, 1890, I 
received in Lima, Peru, from my family a cut- 
ting from the New York Times, saying that a 
missionary was imprisoned in Callao for hay- 
ing preached the gospel in Peru. As I had 
been in Peru for six months, andas I had just 
returned from the English service, where we 
had been unmolested, I was surprised, and

I was leaving for America on the 
following Tuesday, and on Monday, 
the day after my visit, I sent a young 
Peruvian photographer, who had been 
in my employ in the mining regions, 
to photograph the outside of the jail 
and the horrible d0é¢da where Penzotti 
was locked up at night with 164 male 
and female prisoners, among them 
some people imprisoned for murder 
and other heinous crimes. There was 
no sanitary provision whatever, and 
the place was little better than a cave, 
with a great iron grating at one end. 
It was a horrible place for human 
habitation. My boy, Bermudez, was 
successful in getting some fine pic- 
tures, but he came back to Lima very 
much scared, saying the police were 
after him for having taken the pic- 
tures. I developed them with my 
own hands that night, and while in 
the laboratory had an explosion from 
a gas stove which well nigh blinded 
me.

One old lady said to me, 
“We have no longer to go to our 
Saviour through the priests, but can 
go direct to Him, and He will hear 
us.”

Mr. Penzotti had presided. It was “a ; f 
conducted by one of his faithful fol- 
lowers, and was in the nature of a 
prayer meeting. I found the church 
door and walls disfigured with insult- 
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and the Montreal Witness copied the article. 
It so happened that a copy of the Wtness 
went to Lord Salisbury, then Prime Minister 
in England, the same day that General Foster 
laid the Herald publication before Secretary of 
State James G. Blaine. The result was that 
both Salisbury and Blaine cabled the same day 
to their respective Ministers in Peru, demand- 
ing the liberation of Penzotti, or that at least 
his case be brought immediately before the 
Supreme Court, for he had been acquitted 
in two of the lower courts and was held in 
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jail pending a favorable decision from the 
Supreme Court. He had shown that he had 
never held a really public meeting; that his 
adherents were all furnished with cards of 
admission, and that he did no proselyting on 
the streets. slug 

The happy result was that within three 
weeks from the time that | returned to New 
York Penzotti was liberated, and has been 
prosecuting an active work as a missionary 
and as an Agent of the Bible Society ever 
since. 


Turkish Women Waking Up 


OHAMMEDANS are fortified against 

the Bible by ignorance. Their rulers 
claim that intimacy with Christians is dis- 
loyalty to God, and this has barred them 
out from much knowledge that is common- 
place enough to less isolated people. From 
the Orient, published by missionaries at Con- 
stantinople, we gather some incidents that 
show changes in this respect now taking place 
among Turkish women. 

A missionary lady, traveling with an Ar- 
menian assistant in the district of Aintab, 
called at the house of a former patient. A 
number of Mohammedan women gathered to 
hear her read to them. JZeineb, a very 
friendly, warm-hearted woman, daughter-in- 
law of the man of the house, sent for her 
mother, who had been anxious to hear the 
missionary. After a little talk about thelove 
of Jesus Christ, Zeineb’s mother said, “‘ You 
can read and you know these things, but ’’— 
pointing to four or five young married women 
—‘‘what can these poor lack-brains know or 
do?’”’? One of the young wives asked wist- 
fully, ‘Will he forgive us if we ask?” 
Another, a tall, pretty girl, after listening close- 
ly for some time, exclaimed, ‘“‘ We have had a

LETTER from Miss A. S. Dwight, 

missionary of the American Board in 
Cesarea in Central Asia Minor, speaks of the 
terrible distress of the Mohammedan refu- 
gees who are leaving European Turkey. The 
movement of these people has attracted 
attention in all the newspapers, as hav- 
ing an historical significance somewhat like 
to the migration of the Tartar hordes 
in bygone centuries, but the details of 
this movement, and the terrible suffering in- 
volved, need to be strongly emphasized in 


hoja (Moslem preacher) here for two months 
and have asked him to read to us women, but 
he has never read a word to tell us what pun- 
ishment follows what sin.’’ A neighbor had 
boughta Bible the day before and one woman 
said: “‘If Ahmed would only read to us from 
his book! If not there is nothing for us but 
hell.”’ 

A group of Mohammedan women, seeing 
the missionary lady and the Armenian assist- 
ant in the street, asked them to come and 
have a talk. Some twelve or fourteen women 
gathered to listen. One of the women, after 
hearing the missionary for a time, remarked, 
““And we call these people infidels!’’ As the 
missionary left this same woman said, “‘Oh, 
if we could hear more of these words!”’ 

In another place the missionary visited a 
Mohammedan woman to whom she had given 
a Testament some months before. The 
woman gave her a warm welcome. She had 
been reading the Testament faithfully all 
through the winter and had received help and 
comfort from it. She had no one near to lead 
her into the light, but it was plain that God 
was working in her heart and could use his 
own word.

These people come by the tens of thou- 
sands across the Straits of the Dardanelles 
and the Bosphorus. They are furnished with 
dry bread fora short time by the government. 
They are placed on trains and sent off to the 
interior provinces and assigned land, but in 
the stress of winter many hundreds of these 
people, particularly among the women and 
children, must die from exposure, if not from 
actual starvation. 
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: Miss Dwight, speaking of these people, says: 

We are having our first snow and really cold 
weather, and one thinks of the thousands of 
refugees out in the open or starting new homes 
with nothing to start with. None of these 
have reached us here yet. We are six days’ 
horseback journey from Konia, the farthest 
point to which they are taken by railroad, but 
some will reach here before long, and then I 
can tell you we shall have our hands full with 
the refugees and the families of the soldiers. 
Over two thousand men went from this dis- 
trict, and most of them are killed or prisoners. 
Some were Christians, but most of them were 
Mohammedans. The Governor has been talk-

George Muller and the Word of God 


N occasional correspondent and steady 
friend of the Society, Mr. Edwin A. 
Wilson, of Springfield, Ill., sends us the fol- 
lowing article concerning George Muller, 
whose name and fame are known through the 
world, but whose relation to the Bible is 
drawn out strikingly by Mr. Wilson: 


How refreshing to be able to rehearse the 


testimony of this man of God, whose faith 
God delighted to honor. In our day perhaps 
no man has tested and confirmed the constancy 
of the promises of God as did this man of 
faith, who did not think of his strong faith, 
but of the resident power lodged in the God 
who had promised, in whom he trusted. The 
obligations resting upon George Muller, in 
his work for God, kept him in absolute de-

pendence upon God. The uniquely depend- 
ent relation that this exceptional exponent of 
faith bore to God, certainly left God at his 
beck and call. His need was so great that 
his own and all human resources were but as 
the ‘“‘small dust of the balance,’’ hence abso- 
lutely inadequate, and not to be reckoned 
upon. He was transparent; no mixed mo- 
tives intervened to clog the heaven-conceived 
machinery whose daily, earthly grist was 
needed to preserve the life of the multiplying 
thousands of helpless and dependent ones 
whom he had gathered about him. The de- 
sire to honor God constrained him. The wis- 
dom of the Lord directed him. The good- 
ness of the Lord sustained him. The bless- 
ing of the Lord attended him. ‘‘ Them that 
honor me I will honor.”’ 

In striking contrast with many men of to- 
day with affixes and prefixes, George Muller, 
without either, honored God and his Word. 
He did not believe that a man could honor 
God while amending, criticising, neglecting, 
apologizing for, and rejecting his Word. 
George Muller believed that God’s most holy 
Word was the symbol of his thought, hence 
characteristic of himself. George Muller, in 
lovely simplicity, clasping hands with Abra- 
ham across the centuries intervening, with 
one accord, “believed God.” This father of 
the faithful, and this God-provided, God-ani- 
mating father of the fatherless, pleased God. 
“Without faith, it is impossible to please 
lobbany,””

ing experiences of a colporteur of the 

Massachusetts Bible Society, Mr. Fred M. 

Robbins. We make room for some interest- 
ing extracts: 


For years I had desired to devote my entire 
time to the work of saving souls. One even- 
ing at prayer meeting, in the month of May, 
a white-haired old man with great earnest- 
ness told of the need of the Gospel in the hill 
towns of Massachusetts. I was greatly en- 
thused, and secretly offered myself to the 
Lord for this work, if he would open the way. 
As a token that ’the Lord wanted me for this 
work, I asked that fifty dollars might be sent 
to me independently of my wages. In July, 
when at my old home on a week’s vacation, 
I was notified that a lady in Boston had left 
me a sum of money in her will. This I found 
to be not fifty dollars, but five hundred!

town hall in Birmingham on October 26, 1897, 
but owing to the weak state of his heart, he | 
reluctantly gave a résumé of his sixty-eight | 
and one quarter years of service just then 
ending: 

“Since July, 1829, I have been a lover of 
the Word of God, and that uninterruptedly. 
During this time I have read more than one 
hundred times through the whole Bible with 
great delight. I have for many years read 
through the whole Old and New Testament 
four times every year. I also state, to the 
glory of God, as his witness, that in my in- 
most soul I believe that all the books of the 
Old Testament and the Gospels, Epistles, and 
the Revelation of the New Testament, are | 
written by inspiration. This I have to the 
full believed ever since my conversion in the 
beginning of November, 1825. 

‘““My great love for the Word of God, and 
my deep conviction of the need of its being 
spread far and wide, has led me to pray to 
God to use me as an instrument to do this, 
and to supply me with means forit; and he has 
condescended to enable me to circulate, in all 
parts of the earth, and in various languages, 
284,652 Bibles, 1,458,662 New Testaments, 
21,350 copies of the Book of Psalms, and 
223,500 other portions of the Holy Scriptures; 
and God has been pleased thus, simply 
through the reading of the Holy Scriptures, 
to bring thousands of persons to the knowl- 
edge of the Lord Jesus.”’

Early in the next year all obstacles were 
removed, and I started out on foot, a happy 
Bible man, with two suit-cases containing 
Bibles, colportage books, and wall text-cards. 
Calling at a home, I asked a lady if she 
wanted a Bible. “‘I have none,’’ she replied, 
“and no money to buy one. There has been 
no Bible in this house since I came here, but 
I have been here only fourteen years.” I 
gave a Bible to her, and she promised to read 
it prayerfully, and to get the man also to do 
so. 

Trudging on, I sold Bibles when I could, 
and gave them away where the people could 
not buy. Some days I cleared $1.25 after 
walking seven to ten miles, and other days I 
gave more than I made. One day a man 
said, ‘‘ You need a team,” 

“Yes,” I said, ‘‘I was just waiting for the 
Lord to show me one.”’ 

He told me where I could get one cheap, 
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sand with a part of my money I bought a 
horse, carriage, sleigh, harness, and furnish- 
‘ings. I fastened two signs to the carriage: 
“Bibles and Testaments,” and ‘“‘John 3: 16, 
in 256 languages.’’ Selling pansy plants for 
/a sick man helped me to pay my way until 
} the Massachusetts Bible Society took me into 
its employ. ‘‘ Massachusetts Bible Society ”’ 
then replaced one of the signs. 

One day I drove into a yard where under 
-a shed an old man was cutting corn fod- 
der. Seeing my carriage, he ran for the 
house. I got to the door first, however, for 

I felt that I would not get in if he got ahead 
| of me. 

“Good morning,”’ I said to the woman who 
/appeared. “‘I am from the Massachusetts 
_ Bible Society; just called to inquire if you 
' wanted anything in family Bibles, Teachers’ 
Bibles, Testaments, or Gospels. We have 
Bibles from 23 cents upward, Testaments, 6 
»cents, Gospels, 2 cents. Only 23 cents for 
‘this Bible, that is all, lady.” 

“I will take this one,’ and she laid it on 
' the table. 

The old man stepped past me, slapped his 
hand on the Bible, and, with an oath, said: “‘I 
' don’t believe a thing in that book.’’.

It was voted to consult with the British and 
Foreign Bible Society upon the subject of a 
special celebration in 1915 of the completion 
of a century of peace between Great Britain 
and the United States.
